ACHILLEA — Milfoil  or  Yarrow 

Filipendula — Erect  plant  growing  4  to  5  ft.  in  height 
and  having  yellow  blooms  from  June  to  Sept.  Is  suit¬ 
able  for  cutting  and  border.  Each  20c;  3  for  50c;  10

Millefolium  Roseum  (Rosy  Milfiol) — Has  rosy  pink 
flowers  in  dense  heads  on  stems  18  inches  high.
